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3. (Unclassified -~ RJW) LEGISLATION Called the House International 
Relations Subcommittee on International Operations to find out at what 
time on 26 April the mark-up of the Foreign Relations Authorization Act 
of 1979 is scheduled. I spoke with Karen Brennan, onthe staff, who informed 
me that the mark-up is set for 3:00 p-m. in 2200 Rayburn House Office 
Building. Onl May the mark-up will be in H 236 of the Capitol at 2:00 p.m.; 
and on 2 May it will be at 2:00 p.m. inthe same room. 


4. (Unclassified - RIW) LEGISLATION Called Cy Alba, at the 
State Department, to attempt to set up a meeting between this office and 
those at State working on the amendment to the Foreign Relations 
Authorization Act of 1979. Ithanked Mr. Alba for making available to 
us the third draft of thé amendment and indicated we still had problems 
with it. He informed me that there is now a fourth draft, the result of 
continuing consultation between the State Department and the staff of the 
House International Relations Subcommittee on International Operations. 
ITasked if he hada copy of the fourth draft amendment, and he said he did not. 
I then asked if he knew who in State was directing the show on this, and he 
did not. I then asked if he could get this information to me as soon as 
possible so we would go directly to those individuals to air our reservations, 
and he said he would get backto me. He called me later in the day to 
inform me that these amendments are being handled by Ken Hill, in the 
Office of the Under-Secretary for Management.

5 9. (Unclassified - RLB) LEGISLATION Spoke with Susan Geiger, 
OMB, regarding the financial disclosure legislation. Ms. Geiger said 
that Mr. Cy Lazarus, who was heading the White House "team" on the 

PA legislation, would be talking with the Speaker of the House shortly. I 
told Ms. Geiger we had nothing new and were awaiting word from 
Representative Romano Mazzoli (D., Md.) as to whether he would be 
able to support compromise language which we had provided his staff 
several days ago. She suggested we check with Representative Don Edwards

He 
indicated that he would pass the information on to the Congressman and be 
back in touch with us if he needed anything further. 
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1, (Unclassified - RJIW) LEGISLATION Spoke with Jim Barie, 
OMB, with regard to H.R, 11548, a bill to establish a national policy 
for the application of science and technology to U.S. foreign policy. 
I informed Mr, Barie that after I spoke with him on 21 April, I received 
a call from Cy Alba, at the State Department. I informed Mr. Barie 
that Mr. Alba said that H.R, 11548 had been watered down into a third 
draft amendment to the Foreign Relations Authorization Act of 19 79 
and that the bill itself was no longer being considered, I told him I 
had obtained a copy of the third draft amendment, and on review it 
caused us serious problems, I then asked if he would mind our going 
to State to discuss the matter directly with them instead of going to the 
subcommittee in the first instance.

passed, but he said no. He concurred in my opinion that participation in 
the proceedings by the aggrieved party could be prohibited by regulation 
and that we could deny a request for disciplinary proceedings on the ground 
that it would serve no useful purpose other than vengeance.
